COURT PLAN FIGHT 
BY SOUTH IS CITED 


Southerners Opposing 
Labor Bill Have Admit- 
ted Its Probable Pas- 
sage if It Reaches Vote.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—(#)— 
Southern solidarity has played an 
important role in the brief spe- 
cial session of the seventy-fifth 
congress; but it is a solidarity un- 
hitched to Democratic party lead- 
ership. 

It was the vote of 88 southern 
house members which sent the 
wage-hour bill back to a house 
committee, perhaps not to return 
until another test of public senti- 
ment on Roosevelt administration 
policies is had in next year’s con- 
gressional elections. 

Only 23 Backed Bill. 

Only 23 southern Democrats 

stood fast behind the admi 


ly involved in party organization 
machinery as leaders, whips, com- 
mittee chairmen, etc., to risk re- 
volt.. But for that, southern oppo- 
sition to the bill might have made 
the margin of defeat greater. 

Less than six months ago the 
senate passed the Black-Connery 
wage-hour bill by a two-to-one 
vote. It is a far more rigid meas- 
ure than the house version sent 
back to committee for an indefi- 
nite stay, if not permanent inter- 
ment. In that senate vote only 
eight Democrats from the _ solid 
south joined seven other senators 
against the bill. 

Demand Death Crop Bill. | 

Nor is the play of southern 
Democratic resistance to Roose- 
velt administration guidance con- 
fined to the wage-hour fight. Be- 
cause of a bumper cotton, crop, 
there has been much south in- 
sistence upon a farm bill more 
drastic in its control provisions 
than administration spokesmen 
favored. : 

The anti-lynching bill is not an 
administration bill through any di- 
rect White House label on it. It 
does have important political im- 
plications in view of the ap- 
proaching elections of 1938 and 
1940. 

Back in the last regular session, 
an anti-lynching amendment to 
the wage-hour bill increased co- 
fusion in the senate. It was beaten

Physicians Report Rally

ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 19.— 
(UP)—Frank B. Kellogg, co-au- 
thor of the Kellogg-Briand world 
peace pact, critically ill with 
pneumonia, rallied tonight in re- 
sponse to stimulants. 

Physicians. who earlier had 
feared the 80-year-old world dip- 
lomat and former secretary of 
state, might not survive the night 
announced at .7 p. m. that “things 
look more favorable.” 

“Both lungs are congested and 
a low-grade penumonia has set in. 
His condition remains most crit- 
ical,” a physician’s bulletin said. 

Kellogg has not been placed un- 
der an oxygen tent but is receiv- 
ing stimulants regularly. 

The aged statesman was strick- 
en with pneumonia early today. 
He had been in poor health sev- 
eral months. 

In his last public utterance, Kel- 
logg reaffirmed his faith in the 
pact he helped draft to assist na- 
tions in averting wer. 

The statement, issued shortly 
after the United States branded 
Japan as the aggressor in China, 
voiced Kellogg’s charge that Ja- 
pan had violated the nine-power 
and Kellogg-Briand pacts. }

U.S ENVOY PLANS 
70 QUIT HANKOW 


Expected To Move to 
Shanghai If Second Cap- 
ital Falls to Japanese. 


HANKOW, Dec. 19.—(4)—The 
United States embassay today was 
making arrangements to evacuate 
the second capital of China, Han- 
kow, which became one of three 
seats of the government only a few 
days before Nanking fell to the 


Japanese advance, 

Three hundred Americans in 
this district were expected to flee 
the refugee-swollen city and its 
environs at the first sign of Jap- 
anese bombardment from the 
Yangtze river or the air. 

Japanese have given guaranties 
of safe passage for Americans and 
British by train. south to Hong- 
kong. A_ shortage of railroad 
coaches, however, complicated the 
problem. Evacuation down the 
Yangtze’s 600 miles to Shanghai 
was almost an impossibility be- 
cause of the scarcity of ships and 
the danger of running the Japa- 
nese naval blockade. 

Japanege occupation would force 
the Chinese government to move 
once again, this time to Chung- 
king, nearly 1,000 miles up the 
Yangtze. In that event, the Unit- 
ed States embassy is not expected 
to follow but rather to establish 
headquarters temporarily at 
Shanghai. One member of the 
staff probably would be sent with 
the government to Chungking.

TOKYO, Dec. 20 (Monday)— 
(P\—The foreign office spokes- 
man admitted for the first time to- 
day that Japanese surface craft 
fired on the sinking United States 
gunboat Panay. 

He indicated Japan would plead 
self-defense for the surface ves- 
sel’s attack on the American gun- 
boat after she was bombed by 
Japanese warplanes December 12 
on the Yangtze river. 

It was believed Japan would 


‘contend that the Panay shifted her 


position without sufficient noti- 
fication to Japanese authorities. 

His statement reversed former 
categorical denials of attacks on 


ithe Panay’s survivors and of the 
| presence of Japanese surface craft 


at the time. 

“I denied the report because I 
was so informed,” he declared, | 
“and believed it. 

“On the basis of information re- 
eeived only a few moments ago, - 
, ment. 

“It is true a Japanese boat was 
near the Panay. The most im- 
portant point to be cleared now 
which fired first.. Soldiers 
aboard the Japanese boat believed 
the Panay fired on them.” 

The spokesman, nevertheless, 
refused to state definitely whether 
the Japanese surface vessel fired 
machine guns despite his refer- 
ence to “which fired first.” 


WARSHIPS PROTECT 
300 AMERICANS 

SHANGHAI, Dec. 20.—(Mon- 
day) —(#)— Two United States 
warships reached Tsingtao today, 
after a speedy run from Shanghai, 
to protect and evacuate if neces- 
sary some 300 Americans. 

The cruiser Marblehead and de- 
stroyer Pope joined the gunboat 
Sacramento, already standing by 
in the Shantung province seaport 
390 miles north of here. 

A Japanese naval attack on 
Tsingtao, probably in co-operation 
with an army drive into Shantung, 
was feared as a result of the de- 
struction of rich Japanese proper- 
ties at the port by Chinese troops. 

Keeps Cruiser Augusta. 

In Shanghai, Admiral Harry E. 
Yarnell, commander of the United 
States Asiatic fleet, announced the 
departure of his flagship, the 
cruiser Augusta, for Manila, sched- 
uled for yesterday, was postponed 
indefinitely because of the Tsing- 
tao crisis. The Marblehead was to 
have replaced the Augusta as the 
navy’s station ship at Shanghai. 

Dispatches from South China re- 
ported big concentrations of Japa- 
nese warcraft along the Kwang- 
tung province coast. This was be- 
lieved to indicate major Japanese 
attacked aimed at Canton, the 
southern metropolis, was immi- 
nent. 

It was believed the Japanese 
army would begin large-scale 
landing operations, perhaps with- 
in the week, on the Kwangtung 
coast north of British Hongkong 
for a drive to bring the southern

Wilson: spoke with the 
viewpoint of a native. 

“We are not in the fighting 
zone,” she said, “but there is a 
feeling -of tenseness and strain in 
the atmosphere in Kobe and 
Osaka and the other Japanese cit- 
ies. Everywhere in.Japan supplies 
are being sent to the front and 
the boys are being prepared for 
war. Last summer when. the fight- 
ing first began, there was excite- 
ment everywhere with the troops 
leaving for the front. We lived in 
the country, outside Kobe, so it 
was not as prevalent as in the 
large cities.” 

Married in 1933. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wilson were mar- 
ried in 1933 and went to Kobe. 
Mr. Wilson is connected with the 
National City Bank of New York. 
Later they were transferred to 
Osaka. They have two children, 
John Calhoun, 4, and Lucy Eu- 
genia, who will be 2 on Christ- 
mas Day. Both children under- 
stand Japanese. 

“Four years away from home 
makes a lot of difference,” the 
blonde former Atlantan = said. 
“That sounds funny when I lived 
in Atlanta all my life before I 
went to Japan, but I soon became 
acclimated to customs and life of 
the people there.” 

Sights of her native city are 
strange to her now, she said. For 


one thing, women don’t drive cars 
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Hamburg-American fine 


in Japan. 

“Japanese law. requires that 
everyone who drives must take 
and pass a driver’s test which is 
very rigid,” Mrs. Wilson explain- 
ed. “They have to learn the me- 
chanical side of the car, what to 
do in any emergency. When they 
pass their examination to drive, 
they also have to pay a large fee. 
Very few own their own cars and, 
another thing, they drive on the 
left-hand side of the street.”

“I speak Japanese and little 
John does not understand English 
at all,” she explained. “The baby 
has been spoken to in this man- 
ner, too. It is only natural, for 
we have Japanese servants and 
nurses and, of course, they speak 
their native tongue. I began the 
study of the Japanese language 
as soon as John and I arrived in 
Japan four years ago. I give all 
my orders to my servants in their 
language.” 

She explained people in Japan 
don’t shop as they do here. There 
everything is ordered and deliv- 
ered. The people will do anything 
for you, she said. The grocery 
stores and the dry cleaners were 


| described as similar to those here. 


“John being in the banking 
business, we lived in what is 
known as a banker’s house,” con- 
tinued Mrs. Wilson. “That is, it is 
not one of the native houses. Four 
families live there and it is heated 
from a central plant. The weather 
is just as it is in Atlanta.” 


Few Telephones. 


In most homes there are no 
telephones, theirs being one of the 
few exceptions, the former Atlan- 
tan declared. One reason of their 
lack is the expense. 

“Over there when one talks, one 
pays by the minute. It’s all very 
complicated, for when you are 
talking the Japanese operators are 
always asking you if you want to 
pay more and talk a little longer. 
There are no radios over .there 
and for music, I have not heard 
any in ages.” 

Japanese -make wonderful 
friends and neighbors, she ex- 
claimed. They enjoy social life but 
the activity is confined to dinner 
parties, followed by bridge. Thea- 
ters close at 9 o’clock and there 
are no hotels or clubs to attend. 

“We serve as much Japanese 
food as possible,” Mrs. Wilson con- 
tinued. “But we still cling to our 
favorite American dishes. We go 
hunting a lot and last month we 
went with a party of friends to 
Korea on a hunting trip.”

It was 
suggested the Tsingtao crisis 
might delay Japanese plans to at- 
tack Canton. 

However, it was believed thou- 
sands of Japanese troops hitherto 
engaged in the battles for Shang- 
hai and Nanking had been taken 
south for the Canton drive. There 
have been numerous reports, not 
confirmed by Japanese officials, of 
the departure of heavily loaded 
troopships from Shanghai waters. 
Some of these were believed to be 
lying off the Kwangtung coast. 

Aboard the Augusta the naval 
board of inquiry on the sinking 
of the United States gunboat Pa- 
nay by Japanese warplanes De- 
cember 12 continued its examina- 
tion of witnesses behind a veil of 
secrecy. 

A Japanese army spokesman at 
Shanghai announced the armys 
investigation of “the alleged ma~- 
chine-gunning of the Panay 
would be completed today and 
results announced. 

A second member of the Pa- 
nay’s crew, Edgar William George 
Hulsebus, of Canton, Mo., died of 
wounds recelved when Japanese 
planes bombed the little warship 
in the Yangtze above Nanking. 
His death was the fourth for- 
eign fatality in the Japanese at- 
tacks on the Panay and _ three 
Standard Oil ships. 

The Tsingtao situation was be- 
lieved to hold dangerous possibili- 
ties although thus far there has 
been no Japanese-Chinese fight- 
ing there. As a result of the 
World War Japan took over rich 
German interests there and fur- 
ther developed them until Tsing- 
tao was one of her most impor- 
tant economic spheres in China. 
Huge cotton mills and other fac- 
tories formed the chief part of 
her stake. 

Soon after the outbreak of hos- 
tilities last summer the Japanese 
civilian population, some 25,000, 
was evacuated to Japan. No Japa- 
nese remained in Tsingtao, so far 
as known. 

Chinese officials at Hankow, 
one of the three temporary capl- 
tals to which the government fled 
from Nanking, denied reports the 
government was _ undergoing 
sweeping reorganization to ad- 
mit greater Communist influence.

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WHO PAYS PROCESSING TAXES? 

Whether or not the farm bill, now before 
congress, carries a processing tax in its final 
form, it should be remembered by every pro- 
ducer of crops and by every consumer that they 
will be the ones who pay that tax, despite all 
arguments or protestations to the contrary. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace, speaking 
at Wichita, Kan., on November 23, argued for 
processing taxes on wheat and cotton, calling 
them “tariff-equalizing taxes” to be levied at 
the point of first processing. 

He contends that direct subsidies to cotton 
and wheat producers are unsatisfactory because 
they are dependent upon annual appropriations 
by congress and therefore might be cut off any 
year. 

He contends that the processing tax “would 
have to be surrounded with consumer safe- 
guards,” declaring that under such a system 
“consumers would have nothing to fear from 
such a tariff equalizing tax.’ 

That such reasoning is fallacious and that 
there can be no such “safeguards,” is revealed 
in the report of a study made by the Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics, fact-gathering 
agency of the Department of Agriculture. This 
report was made public just four days prior to 
Secretary Wallace’s Wichita speech. It related 
to the effects of processing taxes levied under 
the AAA and stated: 

“There is little or no evidence to indicate 
that the processors of any of the commodities 
upon which the processing taxes were levied 
bore any appreciable proportion of these ‘taxes, 
with the possible exception of certain corn and 
tobacco products, In most cases, the evidence 
seems to be conclusive that the tax was passed 
on to consumers in the form of higher prices, 
or was taken from the price which otherwise 
would have been paid for the raw material, or 
was shifted partly in each of these directions.” 

That finding agrees with the plain logic of 
the situation. Few processors of cotton or of 
wheat operate with a margin of profit large 
enough to permit absorption of taxes as pro- 
posed under the pending farm bill. As advo- 
cated by Secretary Wallace, they amount to 20 
cents a bushel on wheat, 3 cents a pound on 
cotton. 

The industries which convert these raw ma- 
terials into food and clothing would quickly go 
out of business if they had to absorb any such 
added cost. Few of them are making profits 
that approximate the processing tax itself and 
it is simple logic to see that they must pass it 
on, either to consumer or producer, if they are 
to continue In business. 

The Cotton Textile Institute has translated 
the proposed 3-cent tax on cotton into terms 
of added cost for cotton clothing to the con- 
sumer. It states that such a tax would add 8 
per cent to the cost of a common work shirt, 11 
per cent to the cost of a pair of overalls, 8 per 
cent to the cost of a popular grade of bed 
sheet and 91-2 per cent to the cost of a towel. 

The processing tax on wheat, it has been 
estimated, would increase the cost of flour and 
bread to the average family at the rate of at 
least $3.70 per year. . 

This does not allow for that proportion of 
the tax the producer would pay in the form of 
lowered prices for his product. 

It is no wonder that the proposed levies have 
been dubbed in congress as “bread and britches” 
taxes. They inevitably mean, if enacted, a new 
and onerous, even though hidden, sales tax 
upon the staple necessities of life. 

The processing tax proposal was twice de- 
feated in the house agriculture committee, but 
has been referred to the house ways and means 
committee for consideration in connection with 
tax revision plans. 

The proposal should meet the determined 
opposition of the members of congress fron the 
agricultural states, and especially those from 
the south, because, in the long run, the south- 
ern farmer would have to carry the heavier 
load.

BUYING JOBS ON THE JURY 

There has recently been revealed, in Kansas 
City, a type of fraud, arising from the un- 
employment situation, showing the extent to 
which same men will go in the effort to dodge 
the duties of citizenship. 

It is reported that citizens called for jury 
duty, who wished to avoid service, would turn 
the summonses over to men in need of a job. 
The unemployed men would then assume, for 
the time being, the names on the summonses 
and serve among the “twelve good men and 
true,” afterwards drawing legal per diem. 

It was revealed in one court in Kansas City 
recently that no fewer than four members of a 
12-man jury were serving under assumed 
names. The four, after admitting their guilt, 
were sentenced to jail for contempt of court. 

Such report reveals a shocking disregard of 
the duties of the citizen. The privilege of jury 
duty, while it may at times appear to work 
hardship, is among the highest attributes of 
good citizenship. It is the most direct way 
through which good citizens may aid in that 
service, performed by enforcement officers and 
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AN ANCIENT FAILURE 


There are many Americans today who be- 
lieve, in this era of world turmoil and looming 
war, that the neutrality act, passed by con- 
gress last year, will serve to keep this country 
out of future conflicts. The act provides that 
American shipping shall not be used to trans- 
port cargoes to any belligerent nations. 

If history is to provide precedent, the act 
will fail of its purpose. For the same idea, to 
all intents and purposes, has been tried be- 
fore and failed. 

Great Britain and France were at war in 
1808. President Jefferson occupied the White 
House at Washington. At his suggestion con- 
gress, on December 22 of that year, passed an 
embargo act, forbidding American ships to en- 
gage in trans-Atlantic trade. It was believed 
that this would save the United States from 
embroilment in the European conflict. Both 
Britain and France had issued decrees that im- 
posed unbearable restrictions on American 
shipping. Britain required all vessels from this 
country bound for France to call first at a 
British port and pay customs duties on their 
cargoes, while France declared that any vessel 
that called at a British port first would be 
seized as an enemy ship on arrival in French 
waters. 

The results of the embargo act by congress 
were numerous. First, merchants depending 
upon imports were ruined. Southern agricul- 
tural products, cotton and tobacco, were barred 
from their foreign markets and prices dropped 
Sharply. And a hundred thousand seamen were 
thrown out of work, with their ships idle. 

However, many ships had anticipated the 
act and sailed, loaded to the gunwales, before 
it was signed. A hundred reached France and 
were seized by Napoleon Bonaparte, who re- 
plied to American protests with the assurance 
he was only helping America enforce its own 
laws. 

A year later congress, realizing the embargo 
act had failed, repealed it. And shortly there- 
after the war it had been intended to prevent 
began when hostilities flared between the 
United States and Britain in what history now 
calls the War of 1812. 

_ All of which should provide interesting mat- 
ter for consideration by those who believe the 
neutrality act of 1936 will serve to keep us out 
of any future wars that may come. 


SELF-SUPPORTING PRISON SYSTEM 


The expectation that the new Georgia prison 
in Tattnall county, through the industries to 
be operated with convict labor, will provide suf- 
ficient revenue not only to meet the state’s 
annual payments of $48,000 to the federal gov- 
ernment for the prison, but will also defray all 
expenses of the proposed prison reform system, 
provides an encouraging note to the state gov- 
ernment program. 

Plants for the manufacture of auto license 
tags, a print shop and mechanical and wood 
Shops head the list of prison industries to be 
operated at Tattnall. They will not only pro- 
vide occupation for inmates, essential if warped 
lives are to be rehabilitated, but will make the 
entire state prison system sélf-supporting. 

Georgia’s method of handling convicts in the 
past has been woefully misrepresented to the 
outside world, by means which have apparently 
proven convincing to people who knew noth- 
ing of true conditions. While most of these 
stories were basically false, there was much in- 
herent in the chain gang system that was evil. 
That the bills soon to be acted upon by the 
legislature will eliminate the chain gangs from 
the Georgia picture is matter for congratula- 
tion, not only because of the needed reforms 
to be inaugurated, but because of the removal 
of a stigma which, even though undeserved, has 
been detrimental to the good name of the state. 

When the new Tattnall prison is in full oper- 
ation and when the other prison reforms are 
put into effect, the state will have a penal 
system which, if properly administered, should 
serve as a model, instead of an object of criti- 
cism, for other states of the Union.

RETREAT FROM SPINACH 
(From the New York Tribune.) 

Popeye the Sailor and the Emperor Augustus 
may seem, at first sight, unlikely to have much 
in common, yet each is credited with adding to 
the average diet one important vegetable. When 
a traveling physician cured Augustus of what 
promised to be fatal illness by feeding him fresh 
leaves of lettuce no one knew anything about 
vitamins, but the Emperor got well just the same 
and Romans ate lettuce forever afterward as the 
world still does today. In more recent times 
Popeye is credited by the well-informed with 
having multiplied by many times the youthful de- 
mand for spinach, which years of medical propa- 
ganda had failed importantly to increase. 

The original idea was that spinach is the 
vegetable best supplied with iron, an element 
deemed necessary for ample and healthy blood. 
Unfortunately, iron is now less ésteemed for this 
purpose than once it was. Even worse for spinach 
fans is a recent pronouncement of the Council 
on Foods of the American Medical Association 
that the iron in‘spinach is not well absorbed 
by the human body, especially by the digestive 
systems of young children. 

Still worse misfortune has befallen the theory 
that spinach was a good source of calcium, an 
element needed for strong and healthy bones. 
Calcium does exist in spinach leaves, but modern 
chemists find that it is combined with oxalic acid 
to form calcium oxalate, a compound so com- 
pletely insoluble that any bodily absorption of 
spinach calcium seems quite out of the question. 
It even is suspected that excess oxalic acid in 


~ spinach may make insoluble and useless some 


of the calcium in milk or other foods eaten at 
the same time. 

Yet the council’s review does not take back 
everything that Popeye has stood for. Spinach 
still may be regarded, it says, as a rich source 
of vitamin A and as a contributor of vitamin C, 
as well as supplying a modicum of iron and a 
good deal of the indigestible “roughage” which 
provides desirable bulk. It still is d a 
little grudgingly, as “a valuable food,” if not with 
quite the magic once ascribed. Perhaps the true

Communism. 

This is officially denied by the 
Communists. Nevertheless, that 
league’s founders were the late 
Henri Barbusse in France and 
Grigory Dimitroff in Moscow, the 
Dimitroff who figured so dramat- 
itcally in the reichstag fire trial 
in Leipzig, and who is now one 
of the leading figures in the inter- 
natonal Communist movement. 

I cannot take that league se- 
riously, no more under its old 
name than under its new. When 
I see an organization sponsoring 
big armies and ultra-preparedness 
to the point of jingoism, I do not 
consider it seriously concerned 
with peace. 

I will go further and say frank- 
ly that I consider’ the League 
Against War and Fascism, which 
is gaining a large number of 
adherents in this country, as 3a 
war-mongering outfit. And I do 
not make this charge lightly. I 
merely look at its record in 
France, a 


National Front. 


Last year the Communist party 
in France and the League Against 
War and Fascism proposed the 
enlargement of the popular front 
to a national front by the inclusion 
of all political parties in the coun- 
try and a concentration of every 
man’s effort on the militarization 
of France. 

“We call upon every Frenchman 
no matter what his political views, 
to stand with us,” said the secre- 
taries of the party and that league 
in a joint statement, “stand with 
us unitedly for a strong military 
France against the Nazi Germany 
enemy.” 

This maneuver was obviously 
inspired from Moscow. For Mos- 
cow hopes for a war against Ger- 
many at an early date, before the 
French people and the government 
tire of the Franco-Soviet alliance.

Jacobs said. “Last week’s Schmel- 
ing-Thomas fight should have 
drawn more than $100,000 be- 
cause of the excellent publicity it 
received. But the anti-Nazi boy- 
cott kept away a lot of fans. l 
can’t take a chance on the same 
thing happening to the big fight.” 

Mike revealed that Chicago, 
Philadelphia and Berlin were an- 
gling for the title tilt.

The 
Cardinals’ losses were estimated 
at $8,000, the lowest they’ve been 
in years. 

Attendance record for’ single 
games were broken by five clubs. 
The Giants-Redskins battle drew 
58,285, largest crowd ever to see 
any kind of football game at the 
Polo Grounds. The Bears-Pack- 
ers game at Wrigley field set a 
new mark of 44,977: other rec- 
ords were 34,000 for the Redskins- 
Green Bay game at Washington; 
21,311 for the Detroit-Green Bay 
game at Detroit, and 17,553 for 
the Green Bay-Detroit game at 
Detroit. All of these were capac- 
ity crowds. 

Carl Storck, vice president and 
treasurer of the National league, 
reported “the league experienced 
the greatest financial year in his- 


tory.” 
HAVE OWN FANS. 

The success of professional foot- 
ball does not mean that it will 
attempt to vie with the collegiate 
brand. Instead, the professionals 
are making their own fans, a dif- 
ferent type than the collegiate 
spectator. The professional fan 
wants action, free-scoring and 
wide-open play and the coaches 
in the National league cater to 
him by neglecting defense and 
stressing attack. 

In the season’s windup the pro- 
fessionals scored 26 touchdowns 
in three important games. The 
Chicago Bears beat their intra- 
city rivals, 42-28, and on the same 
day the Washington Redskins 
thumped the New York Giants, 49- 
14. In the playoff game for the 
title the Redskins outscored the 
Bears, 28-21. Those three games 
gave the customers what they 
wanted, and made countless new 
boosters for the pro game.

It is not the first time Richard 
has: fought for justice in a traf- 
fic court.

Richard Won Case. 

Richard was whizzing along on 
the three - wheel one-quarter 
horsepower motorbike at a good 
12-mile clip when a traffic cop 
came tearing up on a bicycle, flag- 
ged him up against the curb, then 
snarled: 

“All right, Buddy, where’s the 
fire?” 

Richard said he took that case 
right smack into court and won 
an acquittal. 

This time the charge is not 
speeding, but standing still. And 
the charge isn’t even against Rich- 
ard. It is against his chauffeur, 
William. 

Richard had his chauffeur stop 
outside a florist shop last Monday 
while he went in to buy some 
flowers. William double-parked. 

Was Only Stopping. 

“When I came out I told the 
cop,” said Richard, “that my 
chauffeur wasn’t parking. He was 
only stopping. He simply shrug- 
ged his shoulders and gave Wil- 
liam a ticket.” 

Here are Richards’ figures for 
the time he stopped: 

Time from car to shop, 15 sec- 
onds. 

In the shop, 90 seconds, 

From shop to car, 15 seconds. 

Total, 120 seconds (2 minutes), 
“and that’s not parking,” says 
Richard.

'ANCOUVER, B: Sov . 
The second strike at Alcatraz 
broke out September 20. Unlike 
the strike after the death of Jack 
Allen in January, 1936, this one 
was planned ahead and had quite 
an organization behind it. Twenty- 
one of the “toughest” men in the 
prison, men who knew they could 
“take it,” stayed in their cells and 
refused to go to work. 

Chief demand of the strikers 
was to have the same. treatment 
accorded to inmates of other fed- 
eral penitentiaries, The majority 
of the strikers were “lifers.” 

Finally 140 men were on strike, 
all confined in the isolation block. 


Warden Slugged. 


The most dramatic moment in 
the September strike was the 
slugging of Warden Johnston, 
which occurred on the fourth day. 
On this occasion the warden was 
standing as usual in the mess hall 
during lunch hour. 

It is his custom to stand in the 
center of the hall and watch the 
men as they file out. Half of the 
men had filed out when “Whitey” 
Phillips, doing life for bank rob- 
bery, stepped out of line and 
struck Johnston a vicious blow 
on the back of the head with his 
fist. The warden was knocked 
down, and while he lay on the 
floor Phillips kicked him three or 
four times in the face, rendering 
him unconscious. 

Guard J. F. Rowan hit Phillips 
with his fists, knocking him dawn. 
Soon guards appeared from. all 
over the room with blackjacks in 
their hands. Whitey was struck 
at least six times over the head 
and dragged away unconscious. 

Meanwhile, the tower guard on 
the “catwalk” outside the dining 
room had realized something was 
wrong inside the mess hall. He 
pushed his gun through the win- 
dows between the bars, breaking 
the glass. This diverted the in- 
mates’ attention from the attack 
made by Phillips, and gave the 
guards an opportunity to drag the 
warden away and take his assail- 
ant -to the hospital. 

World Aware. 

By this time the whole world 
knew of the disturbance, for the 
mén would all holler as the ferries 
went by outside, and it did not 
take the newspapermen long to 
find out there was trouble on the 
island. 

The strike was finally broken 
by a threat from Washington that 
all those who didn’t return to work 
within a certain time would auto- 
maticdily lose ‘all their “good 
time.” 

From my knowledge of crimi- 
nal life in the United States, my 
advice is: “Eliminate the county 
jails, supervise and segregate first 
offenders, and your crime bill will 
be cut in half. Eliminate those 
abuses which are creating young 
criminals by the thousand, and 


there. will be no need for such an o- 


institution as Alcatraz island.”

Parolee Says Pair Were 
Picked Up in Bay by a 
Confederate. 


SAN FRANCISCO. Dec. 19.— 
(UP)—Emanuel Limas, 32-year- 
old former Alcatraz convict, today 
told federal agents that he be- 
lieved Theodore Cole and Ralph 
Roe, Oklahoma desperadoes who 
escaped from the federal island 
prison Thursday, were picked up 
in San Francisco bay by a boat 
operated by a confederate. 

Limas, a federal parole violator, 
was held here. 

G-men were conducting an ex- 
haustive search for the two con- 
victs who were the first to escape 
from the government “Devil’s Is- 
land.” 

Limas told the operatives he was 

a “great pal” of Cole in Alcatraz, 
and. both worked on the plumbing 
gang. 
“Cole often discussed escaping,” 
Limas said. “Prisoners had out- 
side contacts through civilian em- 
ployes and one guard.” 

At one time a-fund of $20,000 
was raised, supposedly by the un- 
derworld, for “a favor,” Limas 
said, but he declined to tell the 
nature of the “favor.”

WATCH YOUR STEP! 
Your walk can be 16 or 60 at 
any age. There is very little dif- 


ference between toddling and tot- 
tering. When you toddle along 
with jerky knee action and toes 
turned out, you have an elderly 
gait. When you swing down the 
avenue, moving the legs from the 
hips in smooth, rhythmical steps, 
you not only have a young walk, 
but your figure may look better 
than it actually is. 

Incorrect placement of the feet 
is mainly responsible for the tod- 
dle. Do not turn your toes out 
when standing or walking. Have 
the toes pointed straight ahead so 
that the weight falls along the en- 
tire length of the arch. This gives 
you the advantage of the leverage 
of the big toe, strengthens the 
arch and puts a spring in your 
step. 

To learn to swing the legs from 
the hips while walking, practice 
standing with one hand braced 
against a table, swinging the oppo- 
site leg forward and backward 
loosely from the hip joint. 

Another common mistake in 
walking is the waddle. In this 
walk there is a distinct sway of 
the hips—in fact, you may move 
from side to side almost as much 
as you move forward. This is caus- 
ed by placing the feet too far 
apart. Learn to walk on a single 
line, toes straight ahead, and one 
foot almost directly in front of the 
other. Pull up and in with the 
lower abdominal muscles to bring 
the body irto proper alignment, 
with the hips tucked under.

LITTLE LESSONS IN 
PHYSIOLOGY. 
1. Regulation. 

In a recent article in this col- 
umn I said that the secret of the 
will power necessary to enable the 
victim of the physic habit to 
break the habit is a knowledge 
of physiology, elementary physiol- 
ogy, simple enough for any child 
to understand. 

That evoked a postcard from a 
reader who says: 

“Fine! But how about”’—mean- 

ing, of course, why not or please 
or may I suggest—“giving us a 
few lessons in the elementary 
physiology simple enough for any 
ae to understand?”—(Mrs. M. 
In the article I went on to say 
that it is hard to teach the aver- 
age layman this lesson because he 
knows so many things which ain’t 
so. He has been a lifelong stu- 
dent of almanacs, testimonials and 
quack doctor bait, and hence he is 
pretty thoroughly imbued with the 
idea of “autointoxication” or “poi- 
soning of the system by absorption 
of toxic waste from the colon.” 
The poor fellow actually believes 
health, happiness and life itself 
depend on the daily use of one 
or another artifice to “keep the 
bowels open.” He has this mor- 
bid fancy so fixed in his imagina- 
tion that the truth scarcely makes 
an impression. 

I have given the little lesson 
here a great many times, and ap- 
parently it has made some im- 
pression on readers like Mrs. M. 
C. C. I take it that if one such 
reader takes the trouble to ask for 


dreds who would like to have it 
even though they would not both- 
er to ask for it. 

First we assure the wiseacres, 
who know so many things “which 
ain’t so,” that everything we say 
in these little lessons in physiol- 
ogy is authoritative, and any one 
may satisfy himself about this by 
consulting any authoritative text- 
book in the public library—for 
example, Howell’s “Textbook of 
Physiology (Saunders) or Wright’s 
“Applied Physiology” (Oxford). 

A fundamental fact to bear in 
mind is that only involuntary 
muscle composes the muscular coat 
of the lower two-thirds of the 
esophagus or gullet, all of the 
stomach, duodenum, jejunum, 
ileum, colon (large bowel) and 
rectum, except the last two or 
three inches of the rectum which 
has some voluntary muscles. Of 
course involuntary muscle, wheth- 
er in the alimentary tube, the 
heart or the arteries, is not under 
conscious control. Under all ordi- 
nary conditions or circumstances 
the action of the alimentary mus- 
cle is regulated automatically or 
autonomically just as is the action 
of the heart muscle, without any 
consideration or attention or con- 
cern about it on the part of the 
individual. Here the wiseacre 
layman will think of the evils he 
or she imagines are due to “re- 
tained waste matter” or to “auto- 
intoxication” if the bowel move- 
ment is delayed or insufficient. 
We'll discuss that aspect of the 
question in a later talk. :

FLOODS RECEDING 
IN OHIO VALLEY 

WHEELING, W. Va., Dec. 19.— 
(P)—Cessation of rains in the 
watersheds of the Allegheny ‘and 
Mononghahela rivers - removed 
threats of a flood in the upper 
Ohio valley today. 

Ice-laden high waters moved 
sluggishly toward a crest of 37 
feet, which would inundate prob- 
ably one river front street in this 
city, scene of a destructive inun- 
dation in 1936. 

A network of dams strained the 
melting ice floes over the 100- 
mile serpentine Ohio river course 
from Pittsburgh to Wheeling. 

At Pittsburgh, where the Ohio 
is formed at the confluence of the 
Allegheny and Monongahela riv- 
ers, the waters reached a peak of 
27 1-2 feet, overflowing into a 
few waterfront sectors. Flood 
stage there is 25 feet.

MADRID, Dec. 19.—(UP)—Be- 
tween 50,000 and 170,000: Loyalist 
troops drove against the medieval 
battlements of Teruel . tonight, 
wiping out the last positions of 
the trapped Insurgent defenders, 
as government guns and planes 
began a systematic Cestruesan of 


the city. 

“The Loyalist war office ’ an- 
nounced the final assault against 
the spearhead o.: Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco’s deep Aragon 
salient, 138 miles directly east of 
Madrid, began at mid-day and 
that the first of three attacking 
columns. might enter the strong- 
hold before dawn. 

“Starvation” Hold. 

The capture of Teruel and the 
shattering of Franco’s “starva- 
tion” hold on. the Loyalist life- 
line between Madrid and Valencia 
would constitute the greatest Loy- 
alist victory: since the outbreak 


.}of the civil war 17 months ago. 


The streets of Madrid, where 14 
children and two aged persons 
were killed last night by raiding 
Rebel bombers, were filled tonight 
with crowds rejoicing at the pros- 
pect of the victory and the anni- 
hilation or capture of 60,000 enemy 
troops. 

The order for the “death blow” 
at Teruel was given after expira- 
tion of a “truce” called to ‘per- 
mit the 12,000 civilians trapped 
within the city to flee. The Loy- 
alist attack halted two hours to 
permit the civilian evacuation, but 
none left the city. 

Americans “Go Over.” 

When the “zero hour” arrived 
the three Loyalist columns, in- 
cluding many Americans, Britons, 
Canadians and others of the anti- 
Fascist foreign brigades, advanced 
from the rugged mountain ridges 
on. the north and northwest. 

A Loyalist communiqque said 
the battle was violent and that the 


government columns were press-. 


ing in steadily, taking enemy en- 
trenchments one by one in hand- 
to-hand fighting. 
Government artillery on the 
sharp bluff of Muela De Teruel 
sent tons of heavy shells smash- 
ing into the center of, the city. 
Fleets of planes of the new 
“all-Spanish” air force of the Loy- 
alists added to the destruction.

INCREASE IN FUNDS 
I) UUGHT BY NAVY 


Two Super - Dreadnoughts 
and 20 Smaller Craft 
Are Urged. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—( UP) 
President Roosevelt and the Navy 
Department. tonight asked con- 
gress to approve a new naval pro- 
gram running nearly $50,000,000 
above the $526,000,000 appropriat- 
ed for the current fiscal year and 
involving -construction of two 
super-dreadnoughts and 20 small- 
er craft. 

Construction of two additional 
super-type fighting vessels would 
augment the two already being 
built. 

The program, a continuance of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s policy of a “navy 
second to none,” las been ap- 
proved by the budget bureau and 
has been sent to a house sub- 
committee which his handling the 
regular Navy Department appro- 
priation bill for the next fiscal 
year. The committee has been tak- 
ing testimony from ranking naval 
officials who are understood to 
have approved the program. 

World-Wide Unrest. 

Details of the-program were re- 
vealed in the face of world-wide 
unrest and continuing tension be- 
tween the United States and Ja- 
pan over the bombing and sink- 
ing of the American gunboat 
Panay. 

Congressional leaders said the 
measure would be ready for 
house consideration shortly after 
the regular session convenes in 
January. 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson 
and other high navy officials for 
months have advocated construc- 
tion of two 35,000-ton super-bat- 
tleships mounting 16-inch guns to 
augment the Washington and 
North Carolina, now being built 
in navy yards at an overall cost 
of $60,000,000 each. 

Construction Program. 

The construction program for 
next year also calls for two light 
cruisers, six submarines, and 
eight destroyers together with 
four auxiliary craft which were 
authorized last session. 

The appropriation bill for the 
current fiscal year calls for $130,- 
000,000 for new construction, 
alone. The new measure will ex- 
pand this field, it was learned. 

A survey tonight showed that 
the United States has under con- 
struction or contract 76 new ships 
involving 335,565 tons of new 
craft. These include the two 
super-battleships, two aircraft car- 
riers, a heavy cruiser, 17 subma- 
rines, nine light cruisers and 45 
destroyers.

Speedy Senate Approval as 
Bingham Successor in 
England Is Expected. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—(7)— 
Speedy senate approval of the ex- 
pected appointment of Joseph P. 
Kennedy as ambassador to Lon- 
don, seemed in prospect tonight, 
although there were some sena- 
tors who thought him more val- 
uable at home than abroad. 

Members of the foreign rela- 
tions committee, commending the 
choice, said the administration 
would lose a valuable business 
advisor, but took the view that 
the question of where Kennedy 
would be most effective. was one 
for him and the President to de- 
cide. 

“Kennedy is an excellent man 
anywhere -you put him,” com- 
mented Sefator Pope, Democrat, 
Idaho, a committee member. “He 
has been one of our best men on 
financial problems, but I think he 
also would make an excellent am- 
bassador if the President wants 
him in London.” 

Senator Capper, of Kansas, a 
Republican committee member, 
expressed a similar view, describ- 
ing Kennedy as a “capable man” 
and saying he would support. his 
nomination to be ambassador to 
Great Britain, 

A third committee member, Sen- 
ator Connally, Democrat, Texas, 
said Kennedy’s appointment would 
mean a loss to the government's 
personnél here, byt added that 
‘if the President wants him to go 
to London I think there is. no 
doubt he will be confirmed.” 

Kennedy was the first chair- 
man of the Securities Exchange 
Commission. More recently he be- 
came chairman of the Maritime 
Commission and conducted an in- 
vestigation of the merchant ma- 
rine.
